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REALIZATION AND FUTURITY. 

Dave Gideon put his starting machine on the 
Holindel farm training track, with a keen eye 
on the $40,000 Futurity of 1896. He owns Eakins, 
the Iroquois — Carlotta colt, which he bought as 
a yearling for Gideon & Daly in 1894 for $6,500, 
and for Gideon at the partnership closing for 
$12,500. Captain Absolute, of The Horseman, 
writing about the trials of Eakins last fall, 
offers literary testimony to the effect that the 
colt is far and away the best that the watch 
and trial test has ever uncovered. He says : 

The Carlotta colt had several trials in Octo- 
ber at Morris Park one cold blustering day, 
when he did his three furlongs in :3534* and fin- 
ished out his half mile in 50 seconds. Henry 
Griffin rode the colt, and before he left for Cali- 
fornia gave me an account of it. 

“I thought I was on a good one when I rode 
Requital,” said he, ‘‘but if the Carlotta colt 
isn't a better one next year I’ll eat him. Oh, 
how I’d like to ride him for the Futurity.” 

‘*But isn’t that a fast bit of ground at Morris 
Park?” I asked. 

*‘It is, of course, but outside the question of 
time it was a great bit of racing. Why, he 
handled Waltzer. You know what a flyer 
Waltzer is. He was good that day, but the colt 
was better.” 

‘•But the weights?” 

“He had within two pounds of Waltzer. I 
know I weighed myself after it, and I had 124 
pounds. A yearling that can do Waltzer at any- 
thing like evens, must be a hummer. How 
many old horses could do it at that distance?” 

“That’s true, but a yearling is generally as 
fast as he ever is afterwards as an old horse.” 

“For a quarter or three furlongs, yes, but this 
was a full half mile.” 

“Don’t you think you have seen 2-year-olds 
which could have won stakes for 3-year-olds in 
the autumn? Ben Brush could, 1 think, have 
won every 3-year-old race last autumn at Morris 
Park.” 

“Perhaps he could with difference in weigh *, 
but this colt handled Waltzer, one of the fastest, 
old horses in trainiug, at ovens. I don’t think 
he could have beaten Butterflies, no horse could 
do that for a burst of speed, but this colt is the 
fastest, bar Butterflies, I ever tried.” 

Griffiu’s estimate of the Carlotta colt may not 
be extravagant, but his brother, Hamilton II, 
was tried almost as high as a yearling and failed 
utterly last year. Matt Byrnes, his trainer, told 
me he was the greatest disappointment of his 
entire career as a trainer. 

The Keene Stable’s half brother to Tenny, by 
Candlemas— Belle of Maywood, will race as St. 
Cloud. He’ll go in the Futurity, unless acci- 
dent interferes. His stable rates St. Cloud as 
having a chance. 

Jimmie Rowe, of the expensive Brookdale 
outfit, has some candidates too. The chief is 
Elkins, named after the West Virginia poli- 
tician, who was a friend of the closest kind to 
Col. W. P. Thompson, who has gone to his own 
place. Elkins, by Uncas— Laetitia. 

The Morris Brothers have a Futurity candi- 
date too and think well of him. He is known as 
The Friar and is royally bred, by the English 
■horse, Friar’s Balsam, out of Lizzie Baker. 

August Belmont, high-class and always in 
line, pins his Futurity hopes on Don d’Oro, a 
colt by Rayon d’Or — Belladona ; Taranto, by St. 
Blaise— Tarantella ; Octagon, by Rayon d’Or— 
Ortegal aud Fideua, a real good filly by Rayon 
d’Or— Fidea. 

W. J. Arkell has a sweet colt, also a Futurity 
candidate, by Strathmore — Beatitude, aud Dave 
Pulsifer considers that he has a son of Tenny 
likely to be in the hunt.' This sums up Eastern J 
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expectations. There are a lot of Western Futur-
